NR 488.01 Applicability; purpose. (1) APPLICABILITY.
This chapter applies to any person who salvages or dismantles
mechanical vapor compression refrigeration equipment, any per-
son who transports such equipment for salvaging or dismantling,
any individual who uses or supervises the use of equipment to
transfer ozone-depleting refngeranls from salvaged or dis-
mantled mechanical vapor compression refrigeration equipment
into sterage tanks, any person who conducts a program to train
operators of refrigerant recovery equtpment and any person who
coniveys mechanical vapor compression refrigeration cqmpment
to # scrap metal processor for metal recovery.

“(2) Purpose, The purpose of this chapter is to establish, pur-
suant to s. 285.59, Stats., requirements for theé recovery of ozone—
depleting refrigei-ants from salvaged or dismantied mechanical
vapor compression refrigeration equipment.

NR 488.02 Definitions. The definitions containedin ch, NR
400 apply to the terms used in this chapter. In addition, the follow-
ing deﬁnilions apply to the terms used in this chapter:

(1) “Approved refrigerant recovery equipment” means any
equipment approved under s. NR 488.07 for refngerant recovery.

{2} “Ozone—depleting refrigerant” has the meaning given in

s. 100.45 (1) (d), Stats.

Note: “Ozone-depleting refrigerant™ is defined in the referenced statute as “a
substance used in refrigeration that is or contains a class I substance, as defined in
42 USC 7671 (3 or aclass I substance, as defined in 42 USC 7671 (4).” Examples
of ozone-depleting refrigerants include, but are not limited to, chlorofluorecarbons
suchasR—11,R-12,R-113,R-114, R-115,R-500 and R-502 and hydrochlerofluc-
rocarbons such as R-22.

(3) “Refngcrant recovery” means the transfer of ozone—de—
pletmg refngerant from refngeratlon cqulpment fo an extemal
container.

. (4) “Refrigeration equipment” means any mechanical vapor
compression device designed fo contain and utilize an ozone—de-
pleting refrigerant including, but not limited to, motor vehicle air
conditioners, industrial and commercial cooling and ice-making
equipment, large building cooling systems and home appliances
such as refrigerators, freezers, room and central air conditioners,
and dehumidifiers. ' -

(6) “Salvage or dismantle” means to prepare entire units of
refrigeration equipment, which have been removed permanently
from service, for disposal. Treatment of portions of refrigeration
equipment for the purpose of service or repair is not cons1dered
salvaging or dismantling,

(2) (h), Stats.

NR 488.03 Prohibitlons. (1) During the salvagmg, dns-

mantling or transporting of refrigeration equipment, ne person
may knowingly or negligently release ozone—depleting refriger-

ant to the environment, except for minimal releases that occur as
a result of efforts to transfer ozone—depleting refngerant mto stor-
age fanks,

{2) No'person may knowingty or negligently relcase from a
storage tank to the environment ozone—depleting refrigerant that
was removed during the salvaging, dismantling or transporting of
refrigeration equipment, except for minimal releases that occur as
a resiift of efforts to transfer ozone—depleting refngerant into
refrigeration equipment or other storage tanks.

(3) No person may salvage or dismantle any . refrigeration
equlpment ~unless all the following conditions are met:

(a} That person Hotds and prominently displays an annual reg-
istration of cemﬁcauon obtamed from the dcpartmentunder 5. NR
488.04.

" (b) That person uses refrigerant récovery equipment approved
by the department under s. NR 488.07 to transfer remaining
ozone—depleting refrigerant from each plece of refrigeration
equipment into storage tanks.

Note: Tanks used to. transport or store recovered refriperant should meet the

appropriate federal department of transportauon requirements as spcclﬁod in 49
CFR parts 173, 178 and 179,

{¢) TIndividuals who use the approved refrigerant recovery
equipment have, or are working under the direct supervision of
individuals who have, the quahﬁcations reqmred under s. NR
488.08.

NR 488.04 Registration; issuance; explratlon. {1)
REGISTRATION. In order to obtain an annual regtstratlon of certifi-
cation to salvage or dismantle refrigeration equipment, as
required under s. NR 488.03 (3) (a), a person shall submit an
application on forms supplied by the department along with the
fee required under s. NR 488. 11 and certify both of the following
to the department:

(a) That remaimng ozone—depletmg refngerants will be trans-
ferred from each piece of refrigeration equipment into storage
tanks using approved refrigerant recovery equipment and proce-
dures which will minimize the release of ozone— depletmg refrig-
erants to the environment..

{b) That individuals who use the approved refrigerant recov-
ery equipment have, or are working under the direct supervision
of individuals who have the qualifications requlred under s. NR
488.08.

(2) IssuAnce, ‘The department shail issue the reg1slrat1on of
certification within 30 days of receipt of a completed application
and the fee required under s, NR 488.11.

(3) Exeration, Registrations issued by the department under
sub, (2) shall expire one year after the date of issuance.

NR 488.05 Conveyance to scrap metal processors,
exemplion. (1) CONVEYANCE TO A SCRAP METAL PROCESSOR.

Register, Tanuary, 1997, No. 493
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Any person who sells, gives or transports refrigeration equipment
to a serap metal processor shall do all of the following:

(a) Traunsfer ozone-depleting refrigerant from the refrigeration
equipment into a storage tank using approved refrigerant recovery
equipment or obtain and possess documentation that another per-
son performed the transfer.

(b) Provide documentation to the scrap metal processor that he
or she has complied with par. (a). ‘

Note: Sample forms for this documentation are available from the Burcau of Air
Management NR 488 Program,

(2) Exemp1iON, Subsection (1) does not apply to a person who
sells, gives or transports refrigeration equipment to a scrap metal
processor when that processor has agreed in writing to transfer the
ozone-depleting refrigerant into a storage tank using approved
refriperant recovery equipment and is registered with the depart-
ment under s. NR 488.04.

NR 488.06 Recordkeeping. (1) SALVAGER OR DISMAN-
TLER. Persons registered under s. NR 488,04 shall keep records of
their refrigerant recovery activities. These records shall be kept
for 3 years, shall be made available to the department upon request
and shall include:

(a) Atraining certrﬁcate foreach mdwtdual ccrt].ﬁed to Uperate
approved refrigerant recovery equipment under s, NR 488.08.

(b) The brand, model number and serial number of each piece
of approved refngerant rccovery equipment used for refngerant
recovery.

(c) The type and quantity of refr;geratron equrpment salvaged
of dismantled.

(d) Records regarding the repair and maintenance of approved
refngerant recovery equipment, mcludmg date and nature of each
Tepair or maintenance action, :

(2) CONVEYANCE TO SCRAP METAL PROCESSORS. Documenta-
tion provided under s. NR 488.05 shall be retained by the recipient
for 3 years and shall be made avatlable to the department upon
request,

(3) TRANSPORTERS. Persons certlfymg safe transport of refrlg-
eration equipment under s, NR 488.10 shali retain the depart-
ment’s receipt for this certification and a copy of this receipt in
each vehicle used for such transport. ‘The receipt and copies in
vehicles shall be kept while valid and shall be made available to
the department upon request.

(4) TRAINING PROGRAMS, Any person approved {o conduct a
training program under s. NR 488.09 shall retain records of certifi-
cations provided including identification of each individual suc-
cessfully completing the program and the date of that individual’s
certification. These records shall be kept for 10 years and shall be
made available to the department upon request.

NFl 488. 07 ApprovaE of refngerant recovery equip-
ment, (1) The department may approve refrigerant recovery
equipment if all of the following conditions are met: :

(a) A nationally recognized testmg laboratory has approved
the recovery equipment, ‘

(b) The department determines that the ]aboratory s approval
is based on adequate testing for safety and recovery efﬁcrency

(c} The refrigerant recovery equ1pment is capablc of recover-
ing at least 90% of refrigerant rernammg in salvaged or dis-
mantled refrigeration equipment.

(2) Refrigerant recovery equipment approved by the depart—
ment of agriculture, trade & consumer protection upder ch, ATCP
136 or the department of commerce under ch, COMM 45 iscon-
sidered approved under this section.

NR 488.08 Qualitications of individuals who use
approved refrigerant recovery equipment, To be qualified
to use or supervise the use of approved refrigerant recovery equip-
ment an individual shall successfully complete a training program
specifically designed to train that individual to recover refrigerant
from the type of refrigeration equipment that individual will sal-
vage or dismantle. This training program shall be approved by the
department under s, NR 488.09, or approved by the department of
agticulture, frade & consumer protection under ch. ATCP 136 or
the department of commerce under ch. COMM 45.

Note: Training forrefrigerant recovery from salvaged vehicle air conditioners can
be provided by programs approved by the Wisconsin depariment of agricultu'rc, trade
and consumer profection. Tralning for refrigerant recovery from stationary egquip-
ment such as appliances can be provided by programs approved by the Wisconsm
department of industry, labor and human relations. . :

NR 488.09 Approval of tralning programs. (1) The

department may approve a training program that certifies an indi-

vidual fo use or supervise the use of approved refrigerant recovery
equipment if the training program provides all of the following:
(a) A presentation of the environmental concems, including
the destruction of stratospheric ozone and the global greenhouse
effect, relating to the emission of ozone—depleting refrigerants.

(b} A presentation of applicable state and federal laws regulat-
ing the recovery and handlmg of ozone—depleting refngerants

(©) Instruction on general safety precautions to be followed
during the recovery and handling of ozone-depleting refrigerants.

(@) Instruction for each person participating in the training pro-
gram in the use of approved refrigerant recovery equipment, This
instruction shall include an opportunity for each participant to
operate or closely observe the operation of approved refrlgerant
recovery equipment,

Note: The recovery equipment should beofthe typc mca.nt for refri gcrant recov-
ery from the kinds of refrigeration oqurpment expccted to be salvagcd oF dlsmamled
by training program participants.

.{e) Anevaluation of each individual participating in the course
to verify successful completion.

{f) A certificate which identifies each individuat who has suc-
cessfully completed the program and each individual who was
responsible for the presentation of the program.

(2) Application for approval of a training program shall be
made by submitting an application on forms provided by the
department along with the fee required under 5. NR 488.11. The
applicant shall demonstrate to the satisfaction of the department
that the individuals who are responsible for the presentation of
that program have adequate knowledge in all subject areas rdentr-
fied in sub, (1) (a) to (d).

- (3) -Approval of a training program shall expire 3 years after
the date of approval.

‘NR 488. 10 Safe transport cemflcatlon, exemptlons.
{1) SAFE TRANSPORT CERTIFICATION. Any person who transports,
for the purposes of salvaging or dismantling, refrigeration equip-
ment that contains ozone—depleting refrigerant shall certify {o the
department that that person will not knowingly or negligentty
release ozone—depleting refrigerant to the environment, except
for minimal releases that occur as a result of refrigerant recovery
efforts. This certification shall be submitted annually, along with
a description of the safe {ransport methods to be used, and the fees
required under s. NR 488.11. The department shall provide a
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receipt acknowledging the submission of this certification and
fees.

Note: Forms for this certification and description are available from the Bureau
of Afr Management NR 488 Program.

{2) Exemptions, The certification requirement in sub. {1) does
not apply to:

(a) Anindividual who transports his or her personal refrigera-
tion equipment.

Note: Individuals are prohibited from releasing ozone—depleting refrigerants in
5. NR 488,03 (1).

(b) Any person transporting a vehicle, for the purposes of sal-
vaging or dismantling, in 2 manner which will not interfere with
the refrigeration equipment of the vehicle, including transporting
vehicles on their own wheels, by tow trucks or secured on a
vehicle specifically designed to transport motor vehicles.

NR 488.11 Fees. (1) Any person applying for registration
under s. NR 488.04, approval of training programs under s. NR
488.09 or certifying safe transport under s. NR 488,10 shall pay
the applicable fee or fees as follows:

(a) Persons applying for annual registration of certification to
salvage or dismantle refrigeration equipment under s, NR 488,04
shall submit a nonrefundable fee of $250.00, except as provided
under par. (b).

(b) Persons applying for annual registration to salvage or dis-
mantle refrigeration equipment under s. NR 488.04 and who are
already registered for refrigerant recovery with the department of
agriculture, trade & consumer protection under ch, ATCP 136 or
the department of industry, labor & human relations under ch.
ILHR 45 and who salvage or dismantle as a minor activity inci-
dental to providing service to their customers shall submit a non-
refundable fee of $125.00.

(c) Persons requesting approval of a training program under s.
NR 488.09 shall submit a nonrefundable fee of $500.00.

(d) Persons certifying safe transport of refrigeration equip-
ment for the purposes of salvaging or dismantling under s, NR
488.10 shall submit both of the following:

1; An annual, nonrefundable fee of $75.00.

2. An annual, nonrefundable fee of $25.00 times the number
of vehicles to be used during the next year for safe transport of
refrigeration equipment for the purposes of satvaging or disman-
tling.

(2) Persons applying for annual registration under sub. (1) (a)
or (b) are not required fo submit the fee under sub, (1) {d) 1., but
shall submit the fee required under sub. {1} (d) 2.

NR 488.12 Penalties. (1) Any person who salvages or dis-
mantles refrigeration equipment in violation of s. NR 488.03 (3)
shall forfeit not less than $100 nor more than $1000. Each act of
salvaging or dismantling in violation: of 5. NR 488.03 (3) consti-
tutes a separate violation.

(2) Any person who sells, gives or transporis refrigeration
equipment to a scrap metal processor in violation of 5. NR 438.05
shall forfeit not less than $100 nor more than $1000, Each unit
sold, given or transported in violation of s. NR 488.05 constitutes
a separate violation.

{3) Any person who releases ozone—depleting refrigerant in
violation of s. NR 488.03 (1) or (2} or who transports refrigeration
equipment in violation of s. NR 488.10 (1) shall forfeit not less
than $100 nor more than $1000. Each release in violation of s. NR
488.03 (1) or (2) or transport in violation of 488.10 (1) constitutes
a separate violation,
